DE-A-2909240 is considered to be the prior art closest to 
the subject matter of claim 1. Said document discloses a 
curtain system with multiple flat panels (9) made of a 
planar material, the top of each of said panels (9) 
comprising a suspension rod (10) in the form of a 
horizontal plastic batten from which the planar material 
hangs freely, said batten (10) being provided with 
securing means for runners or gliders (21, 23), the 
runners or gliders (21) in one end region of each batten 
being guided in a first common track (13) and the runners 
or gliders (23) in the other end region of each batten 
being guided in a second common track (11) i n such a way 
that the panels (9) can be slid one over the other. 

In consequence, the subject matter of claim 1 differs from
